dent's goal to produce 60,000 planes 
this year and 125,000 in 1943 
Studebaker o u t l i n e d tentative

I. For the present sem ester, m ath ­ 
em atics and physics applicable to 
the work of pilots m ight be handled 
as extra subjects In the boys’ sched­ 
ules, or taught before and after 
regular school hours.

WASHINGTON, April ii. 
Secretary of War Stimson 
indicated today that 36,85a gallant American and Filipino 
soldiers faced death or capture as tho result of the apparent 
collapse of the stubborn defense of Bataan peninsula in the 
Philippines. 
Secretary Stimson said that Lieutenant General Jona­ 
than M. Wainwright yesterday had 36,853 effectives on Ba­ 
taan when the Japanese succeeded in enveloping the east 
flank of the defense lines despite a heroic counter-attack 
attem pt by physically exhausted troops. 
A war department communique earlier had announced 
that Japanese successes indicated “the probability that the. 
defense of Bataan had been overcome” and Stimson discussed 
the situation at his press conference. 
President Roosevelt has authorized the Philippine com­ 
mander to make any decision he deemed necessary in the 
light of events, Stimson said. 
Stimson told reporters that latest reports from the 
Philippines indicated that Corregidor and the other forti­ 
fications guarding tin entrance to Manila Bay still stood, but 
declined to make predictions as to how long they could 
hold out.

W hat Is Happening 


In Steel? Here Are 


Some Explanations 


CLEVELAND, 
April 9 — tWide 
World)—Our war-vital steel pro­ 
duction has declined for lack cf 
scrap, causing a lot of people to 
search vacant Iota and basements 
for jaloppies and junk 
But what's it all about? Perhaps 
you’d like a look at some of the 
answers. 
Q—First of all. how do ycfU make 
steel? 
A—Being very general about it, 
you make it in plants which have 
ti) coking ovens to transform coal 
into coke; (2) blast furnaces, which 
feed on iron ore, coke 
and lime­ 
stone to produce pig iron; (3) con­ 
verting furnaces, principally of the 
open hearth type, which blend the 
pig iron with scrap 
to 
produce 
steel ingots weighing two tons or 
more, and (4) rolling 
mills 
or 
presses to squeeze Hie glowing in­ 
gots into plates or other finished 
i products. 
Q—What is the ratio of pig iron 
and scrap used in making steel? 
A—Before the defense programs 
came along, it generally was about 
; 55 per cent scrap and 45 per cent 
1 pig iron. 
The proportion 
varied 
considerably 
rom plant to plant, 
however. 
Now, with scrap hard to 
get. the percentage of pig iron in 
(open hearths has been boosted in 
many cases 
to 55 p«r 
cent and, 
where available, even higher. 
Where Scraps Went 
Q—W hat happened to the scrap 
we had? 
A—From 1935 
through 1940, we 
exported 20 
million tons 
of 
it, 
principally to Japan and Italy. Our 
1941 
consumption ran nearly 60 
million tons, against 46.600,000 tons 
in 1940 and only 30,900.000 tons in 
1917. the record year of the first 
World war. 
Q—If we don’t have enough scrap 
why can’t we use more pig iron? 
A -T here is more than one an­ 
swer to th at one. Using scrap saves 
time because most of its 
carbon 
and other impurities were removed 
when originally manufactured, and 
it also makes it easier 
to 
gauge

policies. 
Trade circles said smaller packers 
were caught between using live hog 
prices, which are at id year peaks,

price structure. Some of the smaller 
packers even might be confronted 
with the possibility of closing their 
businesses. 
The plight ofthesmuller packers, 
as they presented it et their meet­ 
ings, is the result of the following 
aspects of the pork situation:

SUGAR DATES LISTED 
BY OHIO OFFICIAL 


COLUMBUS, April 9 —State De­ 
fense Director Courtney Burton to­ 
day set April 28 and 29 as regis­ 
tration dates for retailers, whole­ 
salers, industries and institutions 
seeking sugar rationing certificates. 
He ordered county rationing co­ 
ordinators to determine the number 
of such users of sugar who will be 
eligible 
to obtain certificates at 
Ohio's 1,123 High schools, where 
consumers will get ration cards May 
4-7. 
H. T. Beckman, staff rationing 
administrator said the amount of 
sugar alloted the commercial and 
institutional crop would be deter- 
termined by a mathematical formula 
established by the Office of Price 
Administration. 
Those with sugar supplies in ex­ 
cess of a limit soon to be announced 
would not be granted certificates, 
he asserted, while organizations fail­ 
ing to register must wait two weeks 
before applying to rationing boards 
for sugar allotments 
Tile certificates will be good until 
June 30, when they must be re­ 
newed, Beckman declared. Persons

Farmers of Columbiana county 
will vote on the establishment of a 
soil 
conservation district in the 
county on FYiday, April 24, accord­ 
ing to a communication to County 
Agent Floyd Lower from John F. 
Cunningham, chairman of the Ohio 
Soil Conservation committee. 
Only land owners outside of in­ 
corporated places are eligible to 
vote, according to Cunningham. A 
polling place for each township will 
be announced next week. Polls will 
be open from 12 to 4 p rn and from 
7:30 to IO p. rn. on the referendum 
day. The referendum was called by 
the state committee according to 
law after approval of petitions sub­ 
mitted by the county following the 
hearing held in Columbus March 26. 
Sixty-five per cent of the land­ 
owners voting must ballot favorably 
In order to establish the district. If 
established the landowners will later 
elect a board of five supervisors con­ 
sisting of farmers, who will direct 
the activities of the district.

It does 
not increase taxes nor create jobs 
No funds are provided by law, and 
the supervisors receive no compen­ 
sation.
